RCMP Ask For 
Co-operation In 
Safe Driving Week 

The RCM Police request the full 
co-operation and assistance of all 
motorists and pedestrians to make 
“Safe Driving Week” Dec. l-7th, 
sponsored by the Canadian High¬ 
way Safety Council, a success. All 
types of motor vehicle accidents 
are on the increase this year. 

From Jan. 1 to Sept. 30, 1961, 
141 fatal motor vehicle accidents 
took place in areas policed by the 
RCMP with 175 persons being kill¬ 
ed and 199 people receiving in¬ 
juries. During this period there 
were also 5,925 accidents involv¬ 
ing personal injury and property 
damage accidents. 

As of June 30, 70 fatal accidents 
had taken place on Alberta High¬ 
ways in 1961, 16% below the total 
for the same period last year. Be¬ 
tween July and September, 71 
fatal accidents took place bring¬ 
ing the death toll to 6% below the 
nine-month total for 1960. Septem¬ 
ber was one of the worst fatality 
months on record and October’s 
death rate continued high. 

Of the fatal accidents, 48 were 
single car accidents, 20 accidents 
involved pedestrians, 31 accidents 
were head-on collisions, nine were 
rear-end collisions, 2o involved 
poor driving conditions, 14 tractor 
accidents, six car-train accidents. 
All could have been avoided. 

Eighty-one fatal accidents took 
place on main highways and 60 
on district roads. Liquor was in¬ 
volved in 46 accidents. The drivers 
at fault were killed in 77 accidents 
and prosecutions were entered 
against 22 other drivers. Of these 
fatal accidents 34 occurred In the 
daylight hours with 57 occurring 
at night. 

Most of these accidents were 
caused by too much speed for road 
conditions and curves, careless or 
inattentive driving, liquor and

grass. Pellets, made from grain 
screenings and molasses, are 
now being fed to more than 
600 cattle, and additional num¬ 
bers are arriving daily. These 
pellets plus available grazing 
are producing highly satisfac¬ 
tory results. This emergency 
service costs ten cents per 
head per day for cattle, and 
three cents for calves. 

Other pasture construction 
work is ln progress in the 
Gardenton and Wallace Pas¬ 
tures in Manitoba. The Garden- 
ton Pasture Is a 14,160-acre 
area southeast of Winnipeg, 
while the Wallace Pasture will 
contain 6,000 acres, and is lo¬ 
cated In the Rural Municipality 
of Wallace, 12 miles north of 
Virden. Construction is also due 
to commence shortly on the 
Foam Lake Pasture ln Sas¬ 
katchewan. Two other Manitoba 
pastures, where work began in 
1960 and is now almost com¬ 
pleted, are the Dauphin-Ethel- 
bert and the Turtle Mountain 
Pastures. When these pastures 
are completed, more than 2,- 
150,000 acres will be fenced In 
the total area of Community 
Pastures which are admini¬ 
strated by PJ5VR.A. for the 
Canada Department of Agri¬ 
culture. 

The latest count of livestock 
ln all pastures totalled 137,829 
cattle, 1,053 horses, and 3,574 
sheep. 


P.F.R.A. COMMUNITY PASTURE 
PROGRAM IN HIGH GEAR 


Community Pasture by P.F.R.A 
The pasture is located on prop¬ 
erty controlled by the Depart¬ 
ment of National Defence for 
military testing purposes. About 
146,000 acres, or one-fifth of 
this huge testing ground has 
been allocated for development 
on a year to year basis. Fences 
and corals have been built, and 
water resources developed. The 
Importance of this undertaking 
is evidenced by the fact that 
there are now approximately 
8,000 head of livestock, includ¬ 
ing calves, in the pasture. 
These cattle are owned by 
about 200 Individual patrons. 
It has been necessary to limit 
the number of cattle hat a 
stockman can graze in the 
pasture to 50. Ranchers own¬ 
ing more than 500 head have 
nof been permitted to use this 
pasture. 

Another emergency operation 
has been the development of a 
holding area for cattle ln the 
Ltmtsden-Oeven arm of Sas¬ 
katchewan. In this Instance, 
1,000 acres of crown-owned 
grass and hayland on the Vale- 
port Flats near Craven is being 
utilized in a pasture feeding 
program to assist stockmen 
who are short of water tnd 


REGINA. — Although grain 
remains the principal crop 
across the prairies, none can 
dispute the tremendous influ¬ 
ence of cattle on the western 
economy. Stock daislng ip big 
business ln many areas,' and 
very few sections of the three 
prairie provinces are not af¬ 
fected directly by this industry. 

With hot dry weather pre¬ 
vailing, and water and feed 
supplies threatened, the work 
of the Community Pasture di¬ 
vision of the Prairie Farm Re¬ 
habilitation Administration has 
been of particular importance 
ln 1961. This department has 
been a hive of activity, and In 
some respects has departed 
from previous procedure ln 
order to provide the greatest 
degree of help for the stock 
grower to carry him over this 
critical period. 

P.F.R.A. began 1961 operat¬ 
ing 68 Community Pastures in 
Manitoba and Saskatchewan. 

In southern Alberta,' rtock 
growers have experienced ex¬ 
treme drought conditions for 
three consecutive years in the 
southeast area around Medi¬ 
cine Hat. This situation has 
been relieved considerably by 
the construction of the SufTield

A news report from the Teamsters’ International 
Union’s convention in Miami has stated that James 
Hoffa, president of the organization, has served notice 
on the AFL-CIO, the government body of most labor 
unions in the United States, that, if his union is not 
re-admitted within 18 months, he will start a rival 
labor federation of his own. 

The news would be of little more than academic 
interest to Canadian readers if Mr. Hoffa and the 
federation did not command the allegiance of many 
members of Canadian labor unions, who thus are 
unwilling pawns in the struggle for power waged 
intermittently by labor czars south of the border. 
Canadians have little, if any, influence on the decisions 
made by heads of international unions. Their duty is 
merely to pay dues and assessments as demanded, 
always under the threat of loss of jobs if they should 
revolt They might use their combined voting power 
to remove a government they dislike, but they are 
powerless against the government of an international 
union. 

It may be assumed that the rulers of the AFL- 
CIO federation had good reason for the expulsion of 
the Teamsters’ Union, and it may also be assumed 
that the reasons are still good, as Mr. Hoffa still is 
boss of the Teamsters. Thus Mr. Hoffa’s notice is 
virtually a declaration of war, and unless the AFL- 
CIO back down, war will be waged, with its accom¬ 
paniment of jurisdictional work stoppages, goon 
squads, terrorism and other extra-legal devices that 
have in the past proved useful weapons in labor dis¬ 
putes. The only difference is that this will be a civil 
war among unions and may be even more bitter in 
its conduct and results than the usual struggles be¬ 
tween unions and management. 

No Canadian could justly be accused of anti- 
Americanism for hoping that Canadian unionists will 
stay neutral in this battle of the power-hungry.
